W .\siii.N(i'i-oN, March 2. — To-day in the 
senate the debate on the Alaska home- 
stead and railway right of way bill was 
decidedly spirited. One of the apecial 
featured of tho debate waa a apeeoh de- 
livered by Mr. Elkina (Weat Virginia), 
in which he explained how the C.P.R. 
had been enabled to make war on 
Americim interests and how and why 
tlie aggression of that great railway 
ought to be stopped by the United 
States. Mr. Elkina aaid that while he 
did not frame the now famoua section 22 
of the present tariff lavr, tie atood 
aquarely with the sterling American 
wno did frame it. The apeech drew re- 
pliea from Mr. Hoar, Mr. Ohiiton 
(Tezaa) and Mr Mason (Minn), 

Mr, Elkina spoke strongly in advo- 
cacy of the provision in the pending 
bill relating to Canada, "That the privi- 
leges of entering goods under bond or oi 
pUiciug them in bonded warehouses at 
tho port of Wrangel, and of withdrawing 
the same for exportation to any place in 
British Columbia or the Norttiwest Ter- 
ritory without payment of duty, is here- 
by yranted to the Dominion of Canada 
and its citizens when, upon proclama- 
tion by tlie Preeident of the United 
States, it shall appear that no exclusive 
privileges of tranaportatiou through 
British Columbia or the Northwest 
Territory of eooda or passengera, ar- 
riving from or deatined for other ports 
inAlask>, has been, given or will be 
granted to any peraou or corporation by 
the government of the Dominion of Ca- 
nada," 

Mr. Elkins having referred to tie 
military advantages of the Canadian Pa- 
cific and its two Htrongholds, Esquimalt 
and Halifax, Mr. Pioar {MaBsachuaettsJ 
interrupted him with the facetious re- 
mark that the Senator need have no ap- 
prehensions of the British guns at ihoae 
points, as tney would endanger Ameri- 
cana only in the eveut of their kicking, 
as if any trouble should occur Amerioans 
would be behind the guns. 

In response to inquiry Mr. Elkins ex- 
plained that Secretary Windom waa 
about to issue an order abolishing con- 
sular seals at Vancouver when his sud- 
den and tragic death occurred in New 
York, and that President' Harrison's 
statement regarding the subject which 
be had quoted waa made just as he was 
about to retire from office. 

" Why does McKinley not take ac- 
tion?" intiuired Mr. Lindsay. 

" I wibh the Senator would ask liim," 
replied Mr. Klkins, " and the Senator 
mi^iit also ask the Secretary of the 
Treasury why he does not act. Perhaps 
they will in time, but I do not know." 

'• If," iiujuired Senator I'latt (Conn.), 
" the Cauiuiian Pacific were subject to 
the long and short haul clauee in tlie in- 
teisiace law, Nsould it be able tu take 
away business from our railroadbV" 

" it would not," replied Mr. ElkinE. 
"The Senator has struck the point ot 
this entire matter. While our railroads 
are hampered by that law the C.P.R. is 
free from its restrictions." 

In the course of a brief reply to Mr. 
Elkina, Mr. Hoar (Mass.) expreased 
some regret that Mr. Elkins bad brought 
into the diacusBlon of the pending bill so 
much matter that was apparently irrele- 
vant. Mr. Hoar aaid he did not agree 
with Mr. Elkina as to danger on account 
of the G.P.lv. in time of war. As a mat- 
ter of fact thepe 1,<X)0 miles of railroad 
would be a liostatjo m case of hostilities, 
but, independent of this factor, the 
United States would be entirely capable 
of taking' care of themselves. As they 
hud done this in the revolutionary war 
of ISl'J they would certainly do so now. 
Me did not believe in encouraging 
the talk of hoBtilities with a 
friendly power and wanted especially to 
discourage all ideas of danger from the 
cuus supposed to bo pointing in our 
direction from Halifax and Esquimalt. 

Mr. Hoar asserted that neittier the 
United States nor Great Britain could 
afford to go to war, becanae of the tlea of 
varioua kinds which bind together the 
two countries. During the civil war in 
til is country two cruisers had swept 
commerce from the eeaa, and' England 
knew only too wpII what would be the 
cU'eet of a general war upon I'ommerceat 
the present time. Hence he did not 
think it necessary that the people of the 
CoHlittoed on page Two.

One of Most Wonderful in 
Modern Times. 



I^lo.NTiiKAi,, March 2,— The Canadian 
Pacific annual report announces that the 
Orow'a Neat line will be completed to 
KootenayLake before the end of August. 
A temporary connection will be made 
with NelBon by means of a train ferry, 
whereby a throuirh train service may be 
established pending the completion of 
the railway along the shore of the lake to 
that point, a distance of (iO miles. 

The maximum grades through the 
Rocky and Selkirk rangea of mountaina 
are only one foot in one hundred, or 
barely one-balf the maximum of any 
other road road croaaing either of tbeae 
ranges. 

The company announces, too, that it is 
now necessary to moveon westivard from 
the Columbia river to Robson, the west- 
ern end of the C.P.R. line, so as to reach 
the boundary Creek district, about 100 
miioa distant. During the present year 
authority will be asked to make this ex- 
penditure;. 

The company also announces the pur- 
chase of the Columbia A Western, ex- 
tending from Robaon to Rossland, for 
the sum of .tSOO.OOO. Along with thia 
purchase the company has acquired the 
smelting works at Trail Creek and about 
270,000 acres of land in the vicinity. 

The Gazette commenting editorially 
on the Canadian Pacific annual atate- 
ment, finiahes as follows : 

"The Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany is only 18 years old. When its 
project was published people thought it 
would never be executed. The system 
to-day comprises 7,C7C miles of road 
owned and operated, and two steam.- 
ship lines on the Pacific. It has assets 
representing a value of .$246,000,000, 
earns $24,0(30,000 a year, and is paying 
dividends where some ■ thounht it would 
not earn axle grease. Its story ie one 
of the most wonderful in the annals of 
modern buainesa enterpriae."

Mr. Gurzon said nothing bad 
been officially heard of Russian occupa- 
tion of the island.

The premier made the Bur- 
prieiug statement to-day that his cable 
to Lord Strathcona was private and con- 
fidential and could not be brought down. 

Sir Charles, who was naturally aston- 
ished at the refusal of Premier Laurier 
to keep his word, reminded him of the 
positive nature of his asBUrance made 
yesterday, and asked Sir Wilfrid if he 
considered it an honorable thing to 
break his pludtje. Tha Premier replied 
that he was guardian of his own honor 
and did not need the oppoaition leader 
to tell him what wiie honorable. 

Messrs. [""oster, Ives, Powell and Mac- 
lean pitched into the government, and 
some Btroun language was used in refer- 
ence to the manner <n which Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier guarded " his alleged honor."

No European Power Would Help Her in a 
War With tbe States. 

New Yohk, March 1. — A World spe 
cial fro:n London says: The suggestion 
in certain despatches that in the event 
of war between the United States and 
Spain the hitter may receive active co- 
operation from some unnamed European 
power, is treated with entire incredulity 
in potential circles in ].,ondon. A World 
representative talked in the House 3f 
Commons lobby with several members 
of parliament who are authorities on 
forei>;n affairs, .-vll concurred in ex- 
preasiiiK tlio opinion that should war 
break out between the United States 
and Spain in relation to Cuba botli 
powers would have a fair field and no 
favor as far as iCaropean countries are 
concerned. 

SirChas. Dilke, tbe highest unofficial 
authority on such questions in British 
politics, has already, at an early stage of 
the difficulty between Spain and the 
United States, stated his belief that no 
European power would intervene, He 
reiterated that view, saying; : " Nothing 
has occurred to alter my opinion in that 
regard, although I cannot believe that 
war is likely to take place. No Euro- 
pean power has any direct interest in 
helping Spain." 

Thomas Gibson Bowles, M. P., Eaid : 
" I should think it most unlikely that 
any European power would interpose to 
help Spain or otherwise. There is no 
European interests touched by this 
Cuban business that would tempt any 
country to meddle with it." 

These atatenientB indicate the general 
trend of opinion here, which, while re- 
garding the possibility of war as remote, 
treats such an eventuality as surely an 
affair for the two countries concerned. 
It is right to add, however, that this 
Bceptieism about the possibility of war is 
not shared in diplomatic circles. Mem- 
bers of tbe St. James club, where diplo- 
matists generally ijather, state that au 
official belonging to the Spanish em- 
bassy said to a circle of friends: "A 
rupture might take place any day, Spain 
being more likely to bring it about tfven 
than the United States. The position of 
tlie Spanish government ia becoming in- 
tolerable, and tlie instant our cabinet 
bucoines convinced that the United 
States really means war, Madrid will 
force the situation to a head."

The Liberals, includ- 
ing the speaker, number 44. The ma- 
jority for the Conservatives is therefore 
2. Not heard from are East and West 
Algoma, AluBkoka, and lUiseell. The 
World beads the election returns: "A 
straight notice to quit." 

The latest returns from East and 
West Algoma, despite the World's state- 
ments, give tbe Liberals majorities of 
over 100 with several distant polls to 
hear from. 

The World, editorially, says: "The 
Liberal party in Ontario Btands on the 
brink of a precipice, if indeed, it baa not 
actually lost its centre of gravity and 
fallen into the chasm.

Atter quoting a paragraph from an 
article in tbe 0oii0Mis7 in which it was 
pointed out that tbe Canadian miner 
baa DO adventsget: in tbe Yukon whicli 
an alien miner haa not, the PoBt-Intelli- 
gencer eaya : 

All this is true so far as it goes; biit 
the Colonist, aa usual, entirely evaduB 
the point to tlie eO'ect that the old regu- 
lations made it practicable to obtain free 
miners' licenses from inspectors of 
mounted police, and the regulations were 
changed for the deliberate purpose of in- 
conveniencing Americans by making it 
impossible fo secure tbese licenses at 
Lake Tagisb, and driving them to tbe 
Canadian cities of Vancouver and Vic- 
toria. W^e hare said that thia point is 
discriminative. It is. 

Our contemporary is in error. The 
error ie explainable bat not wiiolly ex- 
cusable. When the telegraphic sum- 
mary of tbo regulations was sent out 
from Ottawa it was stated that the 
lioensea could be obtained from tbe in- 
spectorB of tbe mounted police. This 
was a mistake, as was seen when the 
text of tbe regulations was published. 
AVe think that onr Seattle contemporary 
published the regulations in fxii'itsu, and 
if BO, and it will turn to its hies, it will 
find that tbe regulations bear date Jan- 
uary 11. The press correapondenta at 
Ottawa were ' advised of theae 
regulations on January 17th, and 
In consequence the auiamary was 
Bent out, whicli tbe Poat-Iutelli- 
gencer calls the old regulations. 
Thia regulation of January IStli, aB to 
where licenses can be obtained, has not 
been changed, and our contemporary 
will Bee i)y reference to it that the only 
place in the Yukon where licenses will 
be isaned under it ia DawBon City. Wo 
assume that our contemporary desires 
to be correctly informed ou this subject 
and therefore that it will promptly cor- 
rect its statement that " the regulations 
were deliberately changed for tho pur- 
pose of inconviencinK American miner.s." 
The inconvenience ia quite as great to 
Canadian mirers who make the mistake 
of going north from foreign )>arts, so the 
charge of diecriiiiinatiou will not liolcl- 
Jf our cojiteinporary would like to know 
liow any inconvenience on thia point 
may be avoided we can tell it that if a 
miner comes to a Britiah Columbia city 
and buys his outfit, where he can get it 
more cheaply and better than in the 
United States, besides saving ;iO per 
cent, duty, l.Q will be able to take out 
his license before going aboard ship, 
which is the een9il)lo thing to do. 

IN THE INTEREST OF iSAFETV. 

In view ot the diaastarH that have 
occurred on the Northwest Coast, and 
especially of tbe recent order-in-council 
making all vesaela carrying passengers 
out of Canadian ports subject to Cana- 
dian Inspection, it is iutarosting to note 
the precautions taken to ensure the 
safety of passengers going North on ves- 
sels flying the Britiah flag. Tho steam- 
Bhip Amur came into this port laat week. 
She had been examined by Lloyd's sur- 
veyor laat September and pronounced 
up" to her high class ratine; but thia did 
not satisfy the requirements of the Can- 
adian law, and before ahe was allowed to 
go to aea ahe waa examined in every 
particular bo aa to ensure her fitnesB for 
the aervice in which phe is engaged. 
When Bhe loaves this port this morning 
the ofRcials of tho Marine department 
will know that sbe is safe bo far as in- 
apection can ensure safety.

THE INTRODUCTION 

OF THE ESTIMATES, 

There seenia to be Bonie doubt in the 
minds of inenibera of the house as to the 
expediency of iutroduciug tlie estimates 
early in the session. There is no real 
ground lor qaestioning the wisdom of 
such a course. We do not think that in 
any of the Canadian legislatures has the 
practice of recent years liecn to keep 
back the estiinatea unl,il lute in tlie ses- 
sion, except in Jiritieli Uoiunihia, and 
here the contrary course has been taken 
only because it seemed necesaary in the 
early days of provincial history 
to wait until members came to 
the capital to find out what the 
several sections of the province 
needed. Tliis reason no longer poseesses 
the force it formerly bad, and we believe 
it would be a good plan for the govern- 
ment to be prepared to come down with 
supply aa soon after tbe opening of the 
aeasiou aa tbe necessary routine can be 
gone through and thus get it out of the 
way, Tliat this course would have the 
effect of niateri.illy shortening the ses- 
sions, every one who has bad an oppoi- 
tunity of watching how parliamentary 
buaineaa ia conducted elsewhere will 
readily admit. « 

Concerning tbe conduct of aessional 
buaineaa eenerally, we must frankly con 
cede that there ia room for considerable 
improvement in the way of expediting 
matters. Aa we have already said, there 
is too much routine to be gone ttirough 
with, and there ia also too much lime 
taken up in tbe diacusBion of abatruct 
propositiona leading up to nothing. It 
would not be fair to say that either aide 
of the house is wholly responsible for 
this, and perhaps custom bus more to 
do with tbe delay tliaa anything else. 
Our legislature has fallen into a very do- 
liberate way of doing business. The 
house does not ait long enough ea^h day ; 
billa are not advanced by the committees 
with BuBBcient rapidity, chiefly out 
of consideration for the promoters 
of private legislation.

The remedy seems to be for the 
government to get supply and its cliief 
meaann's out, of tho %vay as early as pos- 
sible, so aa to leave the liouse free to 
deal with private legislation. This wo 
understand to be the intention of tht 
present government and we feel sura 
the majority of the memljera will biip- 
port it. It ia the only business-like 
course to take.

It in iistonieliing thut 
snch a result should have boon reacheil 
at a time wheu a Liberal ministry is in 
power at Ottawa and able to employ ao 
many agencies to secure succeaa for their 
friends at Toronto. One is lost in trying 
to imagine where the Liberals would 
have been if the influence of tho federal 
ministry had been against thom or oven 
neutral. While it is very true that the 
tight was chiefly upon local issues, there 
can be no question about federal 
conaiderationa having played an 
important part in ahaping the reault. 
The Liberals have been greatly 
disappointed over the administration of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and it has been 
easy for some time to see that a growing 
reatleasness waa making itself felt among 
his supporters. Sioreover, it ia worth 
reuiein boring that Ontario is normally 
Conservative.' At tbe laat general Do- 
minion elections, we think, a majority 
of all the votes cast were for Conserva 
tivo candidates. In the provincial arena 
tbe great personal iufluenco ot Mowat 
was ablo to keep the province aafe in the 
Liberal fold, but the vote on Tuesday 
ahowB this that tbe mantle of the "little 
premier" haa not fallen upon hia auc- 
cessor. 

Having received an apparent majority 
at tbe polls, Mr, Hardy will not prob- 
ably feel under any obligation to place 
his resignation in the hands of the lieu- 
tenant-governor, and :will therefore have 
nine or ten montha in "which to get hia 
house in order before meeting the legis- 
lature.

INTERVIEWED THE GOVEllNilENT 

President of the Rosslaod Board of Trade 
Talks of Hia City's Needs and 
Happy Prospects. 

E. J. B. McArthur, president of the 
Roaalaud Board of Trade and secretary 
of the West Kootenay Power and Light 
Company, lias been in Victoria for the 
last few days interviewing the provincial 
Kovernmeut in regard to several requests 
froui the Kodohiud board of trade. 
.Vaked by the Colonist as to what the 
reijuests were and how they were re- 
ceived by the government, he said last 
evening : 

" Tlie most imjjorttnt rP<|uest was that 
the appropriation of :i;7,000 for school 
purposes be raised to $12,000. At pres- 
ent we have 000 children of Bchool age 
in Roasland and we have not room for 
them. I expect that this year we will 
see an increase of at least iiOO. 

" 1 might say right here that the gov- 
ernment has practically granted all our 
requests and will help us all in their 
power. We also asked that Roasland 
and the aurrounding country be given a 
representative and that more money be 
ex|)ei)de(l on trails and roads, and that a 
trunk line be built to Cascade City." 

Being asked if the new electric com- 
pany would be able to save the mine- 
owners any money, Mr. McArthur 
answered ; 

It will out the coat of mining in two. 
It will do away with large boilers and 
electric motors will be used instead. 
Our plant at Bennington Falla is nearly 
completed and the wires are strung 
within three miles of Roasland. We 
will supply Nelson, Ymir, the Salmon 
River district and the Slocan district. 
Already we have a large demand from 
the mine-owners of the Trail district. 
We will supply the C.P.R. amelter at 
Robson and the Trail smelter, and as 
the O.P.R. is talking of using electricity 
on their line from Eobson to Trail, we 
will supply them. The future of Ross- 
land has never been brighter. The pur- 
chases made by the Macintosh syndicate 
and Sir Charles Tuppor'a company have 
given confidence, and the reduction in 
ameltingand freight by the C.P.R. has 
given a strong impetus to development, 
anil when spring opens from 1.000 to 
1,500 miners will be added to lue pay- 
roll of Roasland. I look to see Rossland 
add at least 3,000 to her population this 
year. 

" The O.P.lv. is going to build concen- 
trators and stamp mills for the low grade 
ores and when that ia done Ro&sland 
will rank with the foremost as a mining 
town." 

Mr. McArthur leaves for Roasland 
this morning by way of Seattle.

The steamer Islander, returning to port 
at an pearly hour this morning, brings lirsi 
word of the total destruction of the well 
known liurk Ciuuula, which lowcd up to 
l^kugway only u moiitn ago I'roni tlic 
Sound, wish a cargo of lumber, horses and 
miners' etFects. It was the same gale, on 
the 18th Februarj', which played havoc 
witli tilt; Gcorm- AV. Elder and the Oregon, 
thiit also ciinipas.-UHl the Caiuuia's ile.-itrLR'- 
lion, she being at the time moored to one 
of the new buoys in Skagway harbor. 

A coinmencenicnt had not yet been made 
at unloading the .SOO.IHW feet of lumber, 
twenty li(ir.-c~i and nlher freight that taxed 
her holds to tlieir Ihnit. nlinongn a scow 
had been brought alongside to fiicilitate 
the operation of discharging. The gale 
struck the old cruft from the northwest, 
tearing lier froni lier nioorinu's, and carry- 
ing the buoy alloat al.^io. In a tew lu)\ir.s 
tlie bark bail drifted a distance nt' l\>nr 
miles, ultimately striking; at hif.'li tide uii a 
lujini far l<i I h.' Mill I li of Skajrwav. on the 
\VL'-,t .-ill.' of ihr niiKil. With the falliiiL'of 
the tnle tli-' hank of the sliiii broke, and all 
possibilit y jof removing; her and restoring 
ner to st-rvicc vani>liril. 

The steamer (ioldcn (late lenioved the 
Canada's captain, his wile and the mem- 
bers of the crew, while the horses were shot 
as an act of mercy. The lumber portion of 
the cargo belli;,' bnoynnl will i)robably be 
saved, hill not biiiL; else. 'I'lie cold was in- 
leii-eat the time of the strikini; ot' the old 
milk, and all on hoard sultered severely in 
ronsi-.iuciiee. Hcfoi-i' tlie Islaiuler left 
."^kagway a re]>ort was current that the 
I'ulemaii had succeeded in i>ulling the 
wreck oil' the ro iky shore, hut it was .not 
anticipated that any attempt at repairing 
woukl be iiiiide. At the time the Islander 
sailed south the wreck was Iviiif; on Mat- 
tery I'oint, a new landmark, sigiiilicant of 
thedan;;ers of iiort hern waters. 

(I'aptain Irviiii; also tells irra))hically of 
the strik«' III' tlie 'loiifi'-hor.-nien :il >'i,:i-'- 
way. for an iiu'i-ease from ."iii to T'l c ik> ao 
hour, and the riot ii'siilliii^' which was pre- 
cipitated by ihe whiles tlii-owiiiL,' into the 
water one of the natives brouixlit tu replace 
the regular working crew, and terminateil 
by the just-arrived soldierj charging the 
disturbed body of laborers with loaded 
rifles and fi.ved bayonets. 

A line was tnrown around toe liocks, and 
with the proiectinn thus aiiordedthe In- 
dians completed the discli;iri;in^' of the 
ljueen , which steamer had br(Ui'_'ht them 
as well as the military no from .Inneaii. 
The same proteeiiini was not all'ordeil the 
Islander, for when r:ulier than pay the e.\- 
horhitaiit rates demanded by the dock 
crew, the Islaader's pass njjers ^'ave a 
hand, the holio element rushed them with 
all manner of threats, uninterfered with by 
the protectors of the native Workmen un- 
loading ibe Queen. 

It was when the Qiieen arrived at Skag- 
way and started to unload her cargo that 
the steveilores refused to work unless paid 
75 cents an hour. They had been receiving 
fiij cents and claimeil that as they did not 
have steady eiiiploynieiil Ihey could hardly 
make a liviiifi at the old rates, lihlians 
wioe en,;.'a!;ed at .Juneau to unload the 
l'rei^;ht, but the sinkers drove them away 

fnil threw one of the Indians in tlie water, 
learly drosvning liim. Then the detach- 
ment of I'nitcd States soldiers, who were 
oil board the (Jueen. were landed, and with 
loaded rilles and lh\ed liavonets patrolled 
the docks and kepi' at bay llie 
.■-tnki-rs while Indians unloaded the carixo. 
The strikers t;athered in f,'ron|)S and talked 
t he sit nation over, :i lid it was decided that 
t hey would .itay out. They paraded the 
town and great e.xciteineut was caused. 

Wban the islander arrived the men were 
still on strike and refused to help unload 
the vessel except on payinentof 75 ceni.« .111 
hour. This was refused and thecre«an(l 
some of the iiassen -eis started to unload 
I'reight. The strikers sent a deputa- 
tion to wait on the jiassengers who 
were unloadiiiL; and they cpiit . Captain 
Irvini,' then made a rrani,'enien ts 
witli thestrikiTS to as.-ist in t he unloadin;:. 
and the canto was soon placed on the dock. 
I Oie ol' I he >(rik ers who came iliovii mi the 
Islaniler last ni:,dit. stated that as the iieui 
hml to p ly four bits a meal and the -aine 
price for a IumI, and as they only averai^ed 
about .fJ.. 'ill per day tlie week r mnd. it wa> 
HOD unreasonable that they should he jiaid 
7.') cents |)er hour. It is tlioinxlit t iiat seri- 
ou.-^ troiilile will occur, as t he st rikera are 
deteiiiiined and the soldiers have ooiers 10 
lire im any of ilie men on strike who re- 
fuse to ke< |. oil' the wharf. 

(hi her way down from the N'orlh the 
Islander passed the I'aeilic (^oast bieain- 
ship (Joniiiaiiy's steamer Cottige City 
beached in a small cove to the sunlhern 
entrance to Uranville channel, at a poini 
where good beach is not generally looked 
for. She had touched a rock south of this 
point on her upward run, and was intend- 
ing to make slight repairs thus necessitated 
with the expectation of continuing her in- 
terrupted voyage on 'fuesdav or vesterilav. 

The I'liksh'an, which luid had a" little lii-e 
around her snii.kolack, was seen at 
\\'ran;;el all O.K. and discharging' car^ro. 
The Coi-ona had bad a lirsl. trial lift, init 
the pumps not working; .-at isfaclorily was 
still where slu^ came to grief al last re- 
jiorts. It was anticipated that the second 
attempt would be more successful. 

Numerous Klondike craft were passed on 
boih the upward and the downward trip of 
the ( ', 1'. 1!. llagHbi|i, but from none was any 
especial news obtained, with the e.vceptioii 
of the Tees. 

Captain (hiss of the. Tees reported the 
death last Siilurday. in an e|ii!eptic tit. of 
(Uie of li is lu'i w , a waiter by the name of 
.lames 1',. .'-^init h . v,'liosi> body was brought 
to Victoria f(n' interment. He was an old 
servant of the C. 1'. N. Co. ami has worki-d 
for them since 1888. He was a native of 
St. John, N.B,, and was 38. years of age and 
unmarried. 

The Islander's passengers numbered 
sixty, most of them from Skagway. 
Among these w(u-e .lohn Hepburn of Vic- 
toria, who went North a short time ago in 
coimcclioii willi the trannvay business 
wit li wliirli he is connected, .Major I'ci'ry 
of the Nortliivest .Moniued i'olice was an- 
other jiassenger from Skagway. H, A. 
Spencer, the salmon canner, and his son 
came down from Alert Bay. Among 
the passengers was provincial con- 
stable Woolcott, of Alert Bay, who had in 
charge J, I'revost, an Indian, who is 
charged with breaking into the Indian 
school at that jdace. He will be tried here, 
and several witnesses have been hioiight 
ilowii to give evidence in the case. 

.s^kagway presented a very lively apiiear 
ance when the Islander was tliiu'e last Sat- 
urday, for no fewer than thirteen steamers 
were lying in the harbor at that time 
either (lisoharging or loading. The [slander 
had a pleasant ciiongh trip down, but on 
the way up experienced extremely rougl 
weather and was detained at Port Alexan- 
der for about 00 hours by snow storms. 

Major I'erry of the North-Wesl Mounted 
Police corroborated the news already re 
ceived that Canadian cnsloius ports were 
establislied at the Sumniiton both the Dyea 
trail luid the While Pass on February '.i'i, and 
that the Uritisli Hag is Hying there. Ah' hu 
says there can be no doubt wliere the Sum- 
mit crosses the trail, and the mounted 



police are simply in possession much in- 
side the line where Canada claims tlie 
boundary to be, There can be no 
dispute over the ground where these 
customs ports are and not the 
least trouble has been met with. The snow 
road over the White Pass is at presnnt in 
such condition that .supplies are be- 
ing sent over by horse and sleigli 
right through to the lakes, atid 
the Chilkoot Pass is also being extensively 
used for packing over. How long this will 
contiiuie depends, however, on the weather. 

Major Perry hod very little news to give 
beyond stating that the police were having 
no trouble at all in disclmriiing their du- 
ties. 

Tiio reports as to the luinilier of deaths at 
Skagwav have been verv greatly e.xa^'ger- 
ated. Major Perry savs, lor there has been 
iiotliiiig like the mortality that some peo- 
ple have sta'ed. 

THE I'LAGUE AT SKAGWAY, 

Ten to Fifteen Bodies a Day Alleged to 
Be Taken to the Morjue. 

The Alaska Searchliglit of Fobrmuy 
'-C, among the papers brought from the 
North oa the Islander last aigbt, has 
the following respecting the plagne at 
Skasway; 

"The poBtmneter of Skagway and a 
man by the name of Friediand are 
aiuoni; the known dead of Skagway. A 
former Jnneaulte came down on the 
steamer Coleman yesterday and in- 
formed a representative of this paper as 
to the true state of afJairs at that town. 
He said that his tent was located near 
the inorgtie and linit lie saw from ten to 
tifteen dead bodies a dav taken there, 
i\n(i at tiight they were plaited in plain 
pine Collins and taken otU and buried. 
This ie done to deceive people as to the 
true Piinitary condition of Skagway. 

•' Thediaeaae prevalent at Skagway i? 
Hoinethitig terrible. A healthy pei.?on 
will feel slight chillaBuddenly ascend the 
spinal column to the brain and in a few 
hours the back of the neck Ijeconies stiff 
and cold ; the head is forced back, the 
brain then becoinea clouded and soon 
reason passes away. Black epotsntipear 
all over the body and in a few honrs 
death relieves the sufferer of all paiue. 
The informant of this paper pave 
that $IQ0 a day wonld not tempt him to 
go back to that charnel boude of pesti- 
lence. 

" Two of tlie l^ueen'.q pasfleiigere died 
600U after her arrival at Skagway, one 
of spinal meningitis, the other of heart 
(llBeaae. The bodies were brought down 
yesterday on the Rosalie." 

Tn;; Chp.rmor f.oin Vanconverdid not 
arrive tiutil about, two o'clock in the 
noriung, having waited for the delayed 
Onglish mail for the K, M.S. EmpresH 
of Uhina which lay at anchor in the 
loyal Roads until the daily mail steam- 
er arrived.

FROM FORKij. 

City Treasnrer Addison Here in the Inter- 
ests of His Town. 

Mr. James Addleon, city treasurer of 
Grand Forka, is here to see the govern- 
ment in connection witli aeveral ques- 
tions of importance to his portion of the 
provinijB. One object of Mr. Addison's 
mission is to try and get assistance to- 
wards a railway into Grand Forks. While 
the country is rich in minerals, there is 
great need of a railway, .Mr. Addison 
says, before these mining resources can 
be developed, for there is no way at 
present of shipping ore and consequent- 
ly there is no incentive to mine owners 
to work their claims. Many representa- 
tives of capital have already visited 
Grand Forks and have been greatly 
pleased with the showing of mineral, 
bat until there are cheap transportation 
facilities, investment is retarded. 

" We do not want booming or boleter- 
ing up," Mr. Addison remarked, "for 
the country is all right. We have the 
resources and all we ask ie a railway. 
Then you will see that part of Yale dis- 
trict go ahead at a wonderful rate." 

Another matter that has brou(!lit Mr. 
Addison here is the question of redistri- 
bution that ia to come up at the present 
session of the leuislature. What is 
wanted, he siiys, ia to fiet Yale divided 
into Northern and .Southern districts, so 
that a man may be elected to represent 
the minini; interests of the southern 
portion. He also has been sent by his 
town to look after cbanges in the Muni- 
cipal Clauses act which it is desired to 
secure. 

Mr. Addison reports that the farmers 
and ranchers of Yale have had a eeaeoa 
of great prosperity, for the advent of a 
mining population has had the effect of 
raising the prices of farm produce to the 
general benefit of the farming com- 
munity.

Chinese Loan Made Tlirouffli Pow- 
erful Bank to Avofd Politi- 
cal Complicatious. 



London, March 1.— Sir Ellia Ashmead 
Bartlett having brought up the Chinese 
question and the advance of Russia, Mr. 
Oarzon, after some debate, said that 
British interests in China were " para- 
mount but not exclusive." The British 
nation, he continued, would not be justi- 
ded in regarding leKitimate competitors 
with jealousy, but ought rather to use 
all efTorta to keep in an age of competi- 
tion what was won in an age of mon- 
o oly. Thm could foresee that China 
would be confronted by greater dangers 
in the future than she had been in the 
past. Great Britain's policy was to pre- 
vent the disruption and to oppose the 
alienation of Chinese territory, and it 
was not likely that Great Britain would 
regard with satisfaction the attempts of 
others in that direction. 

Mr. Curzou reviewed the loan negotia- 
tions, pointing: out the "generous and 
unselfish nature of the British terms," 
which, however, had not prevented sus- 
picions being aroused that had pre- 
vented the granting of the loan. China, 
however, had given assurance that she 
would not ask a loan uf any other power, 
and to-day be bad learned that the loan 
would be negotiated through a powerful 
bank. 

Mr. Curzon then recapitulated the 
valuable concessions which China had 
offered. So far as Russia was concerned 
her assurance was that the port she had 
secured as an outlet would be an open 
port like a treaty port. Great Britain, 
he declared, had taken her stand upon 
the treaty of Tientsin, which empowered 
her to oppose the imposition of special 
tarifla by other powers at Chinese ports, 
and no British government would ever 
consent to an abandonment or curtail- 
ment of treaty rights. 

The Pekin correspondent of the Times 
says that tho Anglo-German loan coU' 
tract is purely commercial and free from 
political conditions and will be advan- 
tageous both to China and to foreign 
trade.
